NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20lh March 1975 

S.O. 147(F).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the Richardson and 
Crudda Limited (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertaking) Ad. 1972 (78 of 1972), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1,Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Richardson and 
Cruddas Limited (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertaking) Rules, 1947. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. DeUnltlons,—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) "Act" means the Richardson and Cruddas Limited (Acquisition and Transfer 

of Undertaking) Act. 1972 (78 of 1972); 

(b) “Form” means a form appended to these rdles; 

(o) "section” means a section of the Act, 

3. Manner of calling upon persons to prefer claims.—^The Tribunal shall, in addition 
to publishing the notification under section 14. cause an advertisement to be published 
in one issue each of a daily newspaper in the English lan^iage and in the regional langu¬ 
ages circulatina in each of the States and the Union territories and in such of the com¬ 
mercial weeklies as may be fixed by the Tribunal calling upon every person who claiim: 
to have any interest in any share to prefer his claim within thirty days from the date 
of publication of the advertliemeirt. 
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4, Form ol claim,—Every claim preferred under sub-section (1) of section 14 shall 
be in Form I and shall be sent to the Tribunal by registered post acknowledgement due. 

5. Form of fresh certiiicates to be Issued by the Custodian under section 21 .—Yhe 
fresh share certificates to be issued by the Custodian under section 21 shall be in Form 
ll or Form IIT, as the case may be,

(c) Tf acquired by transfer or transmission whether the same has been registered. 

If registered the date of such registration. If not registered whether holding 
under blank transfer or executed transfer deed. The date of allotment, 
transfer or transmission as the case may be to be given. 

(d) If the interest is acquired by transfer,—name of the transferer with date of 

transfer and also the name and address of the broker through whom pur¬ 
chase was made and the amount in consideration of which purchase was made 
together with relative Broker’s bill of purchase, 

(e) If the interest or right is acquired by succession or inheritance, whether 

Succession Certificate has been obtained. If so, a true copy of the same may 
bo filed. If interest acqiuircd under a Will, whether Probate of the Will or 
I.etter of Administration with the copy of the Will annexed obtained from 
the Court. If so, a true copy of the same, 

(f) If the shareholder is a Trust, the name of the Trustees. 

4- Wliether the claimant is the sole owner of the shares or owns the same jointly 
with others. 

If the claimant is not the sole owner, the name, father’s/husband’s name, address 
and occupation of the persons jointly interested in the shares with the 
claimant. 

5'. Whether the claimant prefered any claim before the Special Officer, late Sir D. N. 
Milra appointed by the High Court at Calcutta 'by order dated, 9_th Decem¬ 
ber, 19S7, and confirmed by order, dated, 23rd April, 1958, in Matter 
No, 357 of 1957. If so, the dtte when the same was preferred. _ A copy of 
the claim petition thus preferred should be enclosed if available. The 
result of the invcstication of the .Special Officer—whether claim admitted or 
rejected by him. Tf claims reiected. whether objection lodged with the 
Special Officer or before the High Court at Calcutta at any stage. Tf so, a 
tiue copy of the same may be enclosed. 

6. Any other particulars which the claimant considers relevant for the consideration 

of the Tribunal. 

7. A true copy of the .share scrip with any endorsements thereon, together with tije 

copy of the share transfer deed, if any, certified bv the claimant to be true 
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copy siiould accompany the claim petiLion. Orifimal share scrips need not 
oe sent, out tnc same would be caucd lor aurmg me nearing bciorc tne 
Tribunal.
